DYALLING. 


Deſcription of Dyalling. 


Talling originally is a Mathematical Science, at- 
tained by -the Philoſophical contemplation of 


the motion of the Sun, the motion of the Sha- 
— dow, the Conſtitution of the Sphere, the Sct- 
tuation of Planes, and the conſideration of Lines. 


Explanation. 


HE motion of the Sun is regular, it moving equal 
Space tn equal Time ; But the motion of the Sha- 
dow irregular in all parts of the Earth, unleſs under 
the two Poles, and that more or leſs according to the 
Conſtitution of -the Sphere and ſcituation of the Plaze. 
And therefore Scientifick Dyalifts by the Geometrick 
conltderattons of Lines, have found out Rules to mark 
out the irregular motion of the Shadow in all Latituaes, 
and on all Plazes, to comply with the regular motion 
of- the Sun. And theſe Rules of adjuſting thg motion of 
the Shadow to the motion of the Syn, may be called 
Screntifick Dyalling. 
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
